Objections 

1 . The drawings are objected to because of the following. The label of transparent plate 14a depicted in Fig. 1 
should be changed to 14 as per the description of the plate given in the Applicant's specification (see paragraph 1 of 
the Applicant's Background of the Invention). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: 

a. Species One. Species One is depicted in Figs. 2-4 and corresponds to the fingerprint 
identification apparatus set forth in Claim 2. 

b. Species Two. Species Two is depicted in Figs. 5-7 and corresponds to the fingerprint 
identification apparatus set forth in Claim 3. 

c. Species Three. Species Three is depicted in Figs. 8-10 and corresponds to the fingerprint 
identification apparatus set forth in Claim 4. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits 
to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, Claims land 6-8 
are generic.
